Status of the Claims 

This action is in response to papers filed 15 November 2007 in which claim 1 
was. The amendments have been thoroughly reviewed and entered. 

The previous rejections of Claims 2-5, 7-11, 18-20 in the Office Action dated 18 
August 2005 are withdrawn in view the Decision by the Board of Appeals dated 18 
September 2007. The previous rejection of Claim 1 is withdrawn in view of the 
amendments. The amendments place the pending claims in condition for allowance. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are drawn to method of scanning light across an array. The claims 
define a step of decreasing or altering light power during a row scan based on a first 
site. The closest prior art of Bengtsson teaches array scanning and laser calibration 
but does not altering power during a scan based on a first site as claimed (Board 
Opinion, page 12).
